Rivals for Presidential Honors 


Meet at Banquet of Friendly 
Sons of St: Patrick. 


GOVERNOR WINS CHEERS) 


Secretary Lauds the Irish and Only 
Hints at Politice—Hughes 
Raps Grafters. 


Under the benign influence of the mem- 
ory of Ireland’s patron saint Gov. Hughes 
and Secretary of War Taft, rival aspi- 
rants for the Republican nomination for 
the Presidency, met last night and made 
speeches across. the same table at the 
124th annual banquet of the Friendly. 
“Bons of St. Patrick. 

As if by arrangement, politics, strictly 
speaking, were not mentioned, but while 
Secretary Taft devoted the time at his 

“disposal to praise of the Irish. and quoted 
some Irish authors to the intense joy of 
the assemblage, Gov. Hughes seized the 
opportunity to bring home to those pres- 
ent some of his ideas of government, took 
@ few sly raps at the Administration at 
Washington, and rather got the better 
of it by provoking a spontaneous “ thre 
cheers" in the middle of his speech, 

The dinner was held at Delmonico’s, and 
it is doubtful whether any other of the 
year has been so largely attended. There 
were nearly 700 guests present, the capaci- 
ty of Delmonico’s two largest banquet 
halls being taxed to the utmost. The dec- 
crations of course were Irish and Ameri- 
can flags and shields.

SENATOR WHYTE DEAD. 


|Was 86 Years of Age and Had Bee 
| Senator, Governor, and Mayor.

Senator William Pinkney Whyte died at 
his home in this city to-night. 
He was taken fll while in Washington 
last Thursday. ,Erysipelas developed and

William Pinkney Whyte was born fn 
Baltimore on Aug. 29, 1824. His father 
was,Col. Joséph Whyte and his mother 
wads a daughter of William Pinkney. 

In 1847 Mr. Whyte was elected to the 
| State Legislature. Later he was Control- 
ler of Currency of Maryland, but refused 
a second term. He was appointed to the 
United States Senate in 1868 to fill the 
unexpired term of Reverdy Johnson. 
Whyte was one of the few Democratic 
Senators who defended President John- 
son in the impeachment proceedings. 

At the end of his te in the Senate, 
Mr. Whyte was elected™Governor of 
Maryland. He served until 1874, when he 
was elected to the United States Senate. 

Owing to the illness of Mrs. Whyte, the 
Senator refused a second nomination in 
1880. The next year he was unanimously 
elected Mayor of Baltimore, which place 
he filled unt!) 1883. He was appointed by 
President Harrison a delegate to the Con- 
gress of American Nations In 1889. 

Mr. Whyte’ 8 present term in the Senate 
began in 1906, when he was appointed to 
fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
Arthut P. Gorman.

PANIC IN ELEVATED TRAIN. 


Blowing Out of Fuse Fires a Car and a 
Mad Rueh to Escape Begins. 


A three-car elevated train of the Broad- 
way line, Brooklyn, was bowling over the 
| structure toward the Hewes Street Sta- 

tion at 7:45 o'clock last night, packed 
| with passengers on thelr way to theatres, 
when a fuse blew out at Keap Street, 
a block and a half from the Hewes Street 
Station, There was a loud report, and 
blue and white flashes of flame leaped 
;}up about the sides of the cars. 

The train came to a sudden\stop, the 
lights went out, and in the darkness the 
passengers were thrown in heaps onthe 
floors of the cars. In an instant there 
was a panic, and the screams of fright- 
ened women resounded from every car. 

In the front car, Conductor Thomas 
Carlon slammed the door shut, put his 
back against it, and shouted for the pas- 
sengers to be calm, as there was no dan- 
ger. A dozen men sprang at him and 
tossed him aside, They wrenched the door 
open, flung open the gates, and leaped out 
on to the elevated structure. 

Others followed them, and soon men 
and women were swarming -over the 
tracks, alongside of which ran the live 
third rail. Several women gathered their 
skirts in their hands and climbed over 
the guard rail by the side of the footpath 
on the structure. Two of them succeeded 
in climbing down one of the open trestle 
pillars to the street below. 

There a throng gathered and shouted to 
the rest of the women to remain ‘where 
they ‘were. In the meantime the bottom 
of the first car had caught fire and was 
blazing. Some one sent fn a still alarm, 
and Engine 111, from Clymer Street, and 
Truck 54, from South Third Street, hur- 
ried to the scene, The police reserves 
came from the Clymer Street Station. 

Policemen and firemen clambered up to 
the elevated structure, and while the po- 
licemen guided passengers along the foot- 
path to the Hewes Street Station the 
firemen went at the blaze with patis of 
sand. They soon put it out, but the line 
was tied up for half an hour.- 

No one was hurt. 


ELEVATED SYSTEM TIED UP. 


Ail Lines Out of Commission for 22 
Minutes and 3d Av. Line In Darkness. 


The entire elevated railway system ‘in 
Manhattan was tied up for twenty-two 
minutes last night at about 8:30 o’clock, 
and passengers on the Third Avenue, 
Sixth Avenue, and Ninth Avenue trains 
in many places left the cars and walked 
to the nearest stations along the boards. 

The tie-up was caused by a short circuit 
on the feeder cable. All lights on the sta- 
tions of the Third Avenue line were ex- 
tinguished.

Summons State Leaders for Con- 


ference on Cholce of a 
New Chairman. 


TALK OF PEACE WITH ODELL 


Roosevelt Wants More Active Leader 
to Make Sure of Republican 
Success Here. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, March 17—Word reached the 


Capitol to-night that Republican State 
Chairman Timothy L. Woodruff is slated 
to go, and that the decree to drop him 


has been rasued by President Roosevelt. 
The change is scheduled to oocur \when 
the Republican State Committee meets 
after the Spring convention on April 11 
A number of Republican leaders from 
this State, including William Barnes, Jr., 
of Albany; National Committeeman Will- 
fam L. Ward of Westchester, and ex- 
State Superintendent of Insurance Fran- 
cis Hendricks of Syracuse, have been sum- 
moned to Washington for a conference at 
the White House, when a successor to 
Mr. Woodruff will be selected. Mr. Wood- 
ruff last Sunday confided to a friend at 
Atlantio City his assurance that he would 
be re-elected, 
The report from Washington reached 
here just as Congressman William W. 
Codks, who represents the President's 
own district In the House of Represent- 
atives, had left Albany after a visit dur- 
ing which he had a talk with Mr, Barnes 
and many legislators wielding political 
power in their districts. Mr. Cocks, who 
frequently has represented President 
Roosevelt on missions of a confidential 
nature, according to a friend who talked 
with him, came to the Capitol “to look 
| the Job over and let the President know.” 
Among the few who learned of the 
| prospective decapitation of Mr, Woedruff 
there was some divergence of opinion as 
to what might have prompted the Presi- 
dent's move. One version was to the 
effect that the President, realizing that 
a stiff fight was required this fall to 
land this State safely in the Republican 
| column for any other than Gov. Hughes, 
| and at the same time keep the Odell fac- 
tion down, wanted a more astute and ag- 
| gressive leader than Mr. Woodruff. Ac- 
cording to another version, the President 
\is very much aggrieved that the Hughes 
| sentiment in the President’s native State 
should wear so well even in the face of 
| his own preference for Secretary Taft, and 
lays the blame for this on Mr. Woodruff. 
Others think that the President is pre- 


paring to take a leaf out of Odell’s Httle | 


book by selecting a man for Mr. Wood- 


ruff's place who would possess the politi- | 


cal strength necessary to bring the war- 
ring factions together. This ig the Odel?

A Republican Senator told Taw Trvms’s 
correspondent to-night that he believed 
the move to drop Woodruff was prompted 
by a desire to conciliate Odell. 

The President, however, has every de- 
sire to “let Mr. Woodruff down easy.” 
One circumstance lending color to this 
report is the assurance felt—following the 
visit of Congressman Cocks—among many 
of the Republican leaders at the Capitol 
who so far have not enjoyed the Presi- 
dential favor and the patronage that goes 
with it that from now on they are to 
be recognized. 

It was said here that the programme 
mapped out in Washington is for a dele- 
gation from this State which, while favor- 
ing Hughes, will ge uninstructed, It is 
significant In connection with this report 
that William Barnes, Jr., who has openly 
declared that the delegation from the 
Congressional district he controle will not 
be instructed for Gov. Hughes, is men- 
tioned as a possible successor to State 
Chairman Woodruff. Mr, Ward is also 
mentioned, but there is little likelihood 
that he would accept. Congressman 
George R. Malby of St. Lawrence is men- 
tioned as the man likely to be selected. 


LABOR TOOK ROAD’S EARNINGS 


Pennsylvania’s Gain Was $30,000,000, 
but Wages and Supplies Inoreased.

PHILADELPHIA, March 17.—Labor got 
nearly 65 per cent. of the increase in the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company's gross 
earnings last year, and the stockholders 
got nothing, according # that oorpora- 
tion’s books. This is explained by the 
fact that the remaining 85 per cent, went 
into higher bills for coal and other sup- 
plies. 

The gross earnings of the Pennsylvania 
lines east of Pittsburg, including con- 
trolled roads, increased $20,000,000 over 
1906, while the year’s payrolls increased 
$18,000,000. The total operating expenses 
on the same lines was close to $23,000,000 
The $10,000,000 additional expenses not 
represented by labor directly employed 
was expended in supplies. 

About the same proportion of increase 
in payrolls to the increase in gross re- 
ceipts prevailed on the lines of the Penn- 
Sylvania system west of Pittsburg, whore 
the gain in gross earnings was more than 
$10,000,000. Roughly speaking, $6,500,000 
of this gain was paid out to the com- 
pany’s employes in higher wages per hour, 
and, to a much less extent, in wages due 
to additions to the foree necessitated by 
the increased business. 

Thus, in round numbers, the Pennsyl- 
vania system as a whole received $30,000,- 
000 more from shippers tn 1907 than in 


1906, and paid its men $19,600,000 more. 


BALAKLAVA SURVIVOR DIES. 


William Nelms Said to be Last of the 
“Noble Six Hundred.” 


LA JARA, Col, March 17.—William 


Nelms, aged 90 years, who asserted that 
ho was the last survivor of the “ Noble 
Six Hundred” at Balaklava, is dead at 
heme in Manassas, southeast of here. 


He was wounded in the head at Bala-/ 


klava, afterward fought at Sevastopol, 
and was wounded in the leg at the battle 
of Inkerman. He was a member of tho 
Queen’s Guard for fifteen years, and 


drew a pension from the English Govern- 
ment. He came to America in 1857, and 


later came West, settling in the San Luis 
Valley, nineteen years ago.

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NEW AMSTERDAM OPEN SOON, 


John H. Edwards, the New Recelver, 
ls to Take Charge To-day. 


John H. Edwards, until recently As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury, is 
expected to reach town this morning to 
assume the duties of receiver for the New 
Amsterdam National Bank. 

Rumors that there will be a merger of 
the New Amsterdam, the Mechanica & 
Traders’ Times Square Branch, and the 
Hudson Trust Company were laughed at 
by officers of those institutions yesterday, 

Receiver Hanna has made rapid prog- 
ress in settling up the affairs of the bank 
and will turn over the institution to Re- 
ceiver Edwards in such condition that he 
will be able to take up the work and carry 
out such plans as he has made after con- 
ferences with Controller of the Ourrency 
Ridgely and Secretary Cortelyou. 

It was stated by an official of the New 
Amsterdam Bank yesterday that there 
will goon be a bank open in the New 
Amsterdam Bank's present quarters.

Through the arrest of Robert MoFar- 
lane, a former houseman employed at 
the Hotel Plaza, and his wife, Anna, it 
became known last night that the apart- 
ments in the Plaza of Charles W. Ham- 
tnill, of Shearson, Hammill & Co., bank- 
ers and brokers at 71 Broadway, were 
robbed on Feb. 5 of 85,000 worth of 4la- 
mond jewelry. The robbery was hushed 
up at the hotel and the police gave out no 
information about it, 

Detective Williams of the Central Office 
suspected McFarlane, and last night he 
went to his home at 842 Fast Sixty-fifth 
Street. He found the man on a near-by 
corner. He had two bankbooks which 
showed that on March 14 he had deposited 
$240 in the Bowery Savings Bank and $860 
two days later. 

Williams arrested him and found Mrs. 
MoFarlane in the house. She had $47 on 
her. Both were locked up In Headquar 
ters. McFarlane said the money was the 
savings of years. 

It was said at the hotel last night that 
McFarlane had been a window cleaner 
on the sixth floor of the hotel, the floor 
on which Mr. Hammill's apartments are 
located.

PROTESTANTISM IS PASSING. 


Episcopal Rector Declares Unity Must 
Be Based on Apostolic Succession.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 17.—The 
Rev. Frederick Burgess of Christ Episco- 
pal Church to-day predicted the decay 
and downfall of Protestantism, eulogised 
the new Catholicism, and the sentiments 
were received with enthusiasm by the 
body of Dpiscopal clergymen whom he 
addressed. 

“ Protestantism fs spent and is passing,” 
said he, ““and we want some sort of Ca- 
tholiciam.

ity based upon that most despised and 
much maligned succession, 

“I have heard ft sald that New York 
will be a fine place when it is finished. 
So it will be with the Catholic Chursh. 
The Church is not a mutual admiration 
society of mature gaints. Puritanism is 
responsible for this theory, and it {fs re- 
sponsible for much of the difficulty peo- 
ple have about the church to-day.”

Spain. He is known as an explorer.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—Rear Ad- 
| miral Robley D. Evans, after having com- 
| pleted his remarkable cruise in command 
,}of the battleship fleet from Hampton 
|; Roads to San Francisco, will haul down 
|} his flag on May 8, by reason of ill- 
| health, to be temporarily succeeded by 
| Rear Admiral Charles M. Thomas, com- 
| manding the second squadron of the fleet. 
| Admiral Thomas, because of his coming 
{wetirement in October, will be relieved of 
| command upon the fleet’s departure from 
| San Francisco homeward bound, July 6 
by Rear Admiral Charles 8, Sperry, com- 
manding the fourth division. 

Capts. Seaton Schroeder, Richard Wain- 
wright, and William P. Potter, who will 
be promoted shortly after the fleet sails, 
will be Admiral Sperry’s assistants in the 
matter of flag command to bring the fleet 

| home, 

This programme was officially an- 
nounced by Secretary of the Navy ‘Met- 
ealf this afternoon following a conference 
on the subject with the President at the 
close of the Cabinet meeting. The de- 

[ee to relleve Admiral Evans so far in 
advance of his retirement was: reached 
| by the President and Secretary Metcalf 
| upon receipt of a request by telegraph 
| from the Admiral] to-day, stating that the 


| relief was asked for on the urgent recom- 


{mendation of his physician because of the 
| condition of his health. The physician 
| has advised that the Admiral give up 
his ship at once or as soon as the fleet 
reaches the California coast, which will 
be early in April, but Admiral Evans, 
having received his orders from the Presi- 
dent to take the fleet from Hampton 
Roads to San Francisco, is determined 
to complete the assignment before 
giving up. 


MAGDALENA BAY, Lower California, 
March 13, (via San Diego, Cal., March 17.) 
—Rear Admiral Evans sat for séveral 


hours enjoying the ‘semi-tropical sun to- 
day in an armchair placed on the after 
bridge of his flagship, the Connecticut. 
He pointed out the merits of the bay as 
a naval base, and regretted that its coun- 
terpart was not located on the south 
western shores of the United States. 

‘*It would be a great thing for us,’’ he 
exclaimed.

Admiral Evans said it was very likely 
he would go out on the target range with 
the Connecticut when she engaged in her 
record target practice. 

The Mexican gunboat Tampico arrived 
in the bay shortly before sundown 
last night and came to anchorage be- 
tween the flagship and the town. She 
brought the Mexican Government offi- 
cials, as had been anticipated. 

Admiral Evans, upon leaving the fleet, 
will take leave of absence to the date of 
his retirement, Aug. 18. 

The announcement that Admiral Sperry 
will bring the fleet home is in accordance 
with the plans the President made last 
Summer, when Admiral Sperry was di- 
rected to proceed home post haste from 
The Hague Peace Conference to take a 
division of the command. More recently 
the Administration drew up _ tentative 
plans for leaving the fourth division in 
the Philippines, under command of Ad- 
miral Sperry, and for the fleet to be 
brought home by Capt. Wainwright as 
commander in chief and Capts. Ingersoll 
and Schroeder, Within the past ten days, 
however, this plan was abandoned, and 
it was decided upon the arrival of the 
fleet at Magdalena Bay that it should re- 
turn home intact. 

Anticipating the purpose of the Admin- 
istration to bring the fleet home under 
the three younger officers, Admirals 
Thomas and Emery both wrote to the de- 
artment, after sailing from Hampton 
Roads, offering to leave the fleet for 
shore duty or other command till their 
retirement.

During the war with 
Spain Admiral Sperry was equipment of- 
ficer in the New York Navy Yard. 

Admiral Sperry is also in poor health, 
and it was against the advice of his phy- 
sician that he joined the fleet for the 
crulse. His friends have been fearful 
that he would have to abandon the crulse 
before it was complete. There has also 
been some anxiety over the health of 
Capt. Wainwright as to whether he 
would be able to complete the cruise.

Pellegrino Mule Arrested at Request 
of Itallan Ambassador. 


Pellegrino Mule, Black Hand leader and 
former bandit, was arrested last night in 
his bakeshop, at 837 Hast Thirty-second 

| Street, at the request of the Italian Am- 
nen as a fugitive from justice on a 
charge of murder. Mule was locked up at 
Headquarters. He would not talk. 

In February Mule was arrested, but was 
| discharged for lack of evidence, He had 
lat that time a paper with indentations 
which revealed the beginning of a Black 
Hand warning. At the bottom, sald the 
police, could be traced the outline of the 
usual dagger and Black Hand lines. 

Detective Petrosino has been looking up 

Mule’s record abroad. According to Petro- 
sino, Mule became the leader of a band 
of brigands who terrorized a district in 
| Sicily and frequently kidnapped wealthy 
townspeople, carrying them into a mount- 
ain retreat and holding them there for 
ransom. 

Ten years ago a man named Dagostino, 
so influential that it had been thought he 
was immune, was kidnapped and hurried 
off into the mountains. A ransom of

The commission has probably held its 
last meeting. It is certain that the re- 
port will be in the hands of the Mayor 
within ten days.

DYED DOG, NOW DEAD, IN COURT 


Exhibit A In a Sult for Recovery of 
Money Pald for It Alive. 


An embalmed Pomeranian dog, or at 
least a dog which was looked upon as a 
Pomeranian of high pedigree until some 
suspicious white spots appeared in his 
othérwise black coat, is the chief exhibit 
in a suit brought by Emil Goldnick, an 
automobile dealer, at 611 Ockton Place, 
the Bronx, against Jules Ferand, a dog 
fancier of 236 West Forty-sixth Street. 

Another exhibit in the case is an annoy- 
ing rash upon the gkin of Mrs. Goldnick, 
which she says was contracted from that 
same Pomeranian dog, once her pet, but 
now stark and stiff, awaiting the second 
chapter of the legal proceedings which 
have been begun by his one-time owner. 
This rash, Mrs. Goldnick’s lawyer says, 
she believes is nothing more or less than 
the mange, a disease common to dogs, 
but rarely if ever before known to attack 
human beings. Her diagnosis 
trouble is confirmed by her family phy- 
sician and a veterinary who attended the 
Pomeranian in his last hours, 

Goldnick’s suit over the Pomeranian 
is for $50, the purchase price. He avers 
that the dog was sold through misrepre- 
sentations. The suit was brought before 
Magistrate Joseph in the Fifty-fourth 
Street Court, and decision was reserved. 

Papers in a second suit against Ferand 
are now being drawn, in which Mrs, 
Goldnick asks $1,000 damages for the dis- 
ease which*she says she contracted from 
the alleged Pomeranian. 

The story begins just before last Christ- 
mas. Mrs. Goldnick had long wanted a 
Pomeranian, as her husband knew, and 
he decided to give her one for a Christ- 
mas present. He visited Ferand’s show- 
rooms and picked out a handsome Pom- 
eranian, The price was $125. 

But when negotiations became warm for 
the purchase of that particular dog Mr. 
Goldnick learned that it had been sold. 
However, another, ‘‘just as good,”’ was 
recommended to him by the dog fancier 
and the price was only $50. Mr. Gold- 
nick says that the $50 dog “ looked all 
right.” He was a deep black, and seem- 
ingly intelligent and affectionate. He 


bought the dog, carried it home to his 
wife, and Mrs. Goldnick took a great 
fancy to it, 

What happened after that was told be- 
fore Magistrate Joseph. A little after 
Christmas several light spots began to ap- 
pear on the dog’s skin. and Mrs. Gold- 
nick says that the disappointing discovery 
was made that charcoal had been used 
by some one to dye and disguise the dog. 
Ske told how she had supposed that her 
or was of high pedigree, her husband 
1aving been assured that it was from one 


| of the best kennels in the city. 


But the worst was yet to comm. The 
dog developed unmistakable symptoms of 
mange and refused to eat. A veterinary 
was called in, after Mrs. Goldnick had 
spent many days trying to restore her 
pet to health, and in petting him had per- 
mitted her face to come in contact with 


{the spots. 


The veterinary informed Mrs. Goldnick 
that besides the mange her pet was af- 
flicted also with “ring worms.” The 
Pomeranian died nearly two months ago 
and Mrs. Goldnick immediately had it 
embalmed.. 

When the case was called before Mag- 
istrate Joseph last Friday the dead dog 
Was produced as “ Exhibit A.” 

The defense of Mr. Ferand was that the 
dog developed the mange after it had left

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LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Board Holds That There Is No Relief 
for Theft or Leakage of Oll. 

It was decided yesterday by the Board 
of United States General Appraisers that 
the theft or leakage of oil in barrels while 
in the custody of the Customs authorities 
does not constitute a ‘“‘ non-importation ”’ 
within the meaning of the Federal stat- 
utes. The controversy was brought before 
the board in the name of G. B. Mas- 
ene. who, it was reported, represented 
the Standard Oil Company. 

It appears that a barrel of ofl reached 
this port, and was found by the United 
States gauger to contain fifty gallons. 
The barrel was sent to the Public Stores 
for examination. While there, the oil 
leaked out and the barrel was entirely 
empty when delivered to the importer. 
Owing to this circumstance the importer 
claimed that there should be an abate- 
ment of duty on the ground that the leak- 
age constituted a non-importation, 

Judge Somerville, who writes the de- 
cision for the board, in finding against 
the contention of the importer, says that 
while cases of this nature may produce 
in many instances great hardships on the 
importers, it lies in the power of Congress 
to correct any injustice that may result, 
and not with the courts or any tribunal 
exercising a judicial function in constru- 
ing the laws. The protest is accordingly 
overruled.

After referring to the agreement with 
the trust company and the approval by 
the State Banking Department, subject 
to the acquiescenc3 of the Attorhey Gen- 
eral, the court continues, referring to the 
Attorney General: 

“Instead of giving his approval, or sig- 
nifying his disapproval, or doing some- 
thing except to say that he would take 
the matter up with the Superintendent of 
Banks gt his earliest opportunity, which 
he does not appear to haVe done, he insti- 
tuted this action to dissolve the defendant 
on the ground that it was insolvent, and 
that it was unsafe and inexpedient for it 
to continue doing business, and that It 
was unable to do so.

LOOKING THE FACTS IN THE FACE, 


Neither the city nor any private cor- 
poration, under the conditions and the 
restrictions now imposed by law, could 
operate the Metropolitan Street Rail- 


way system of New York without a 
large annual loss. That is the conclu- 
sion, the only conclusion, to be drawn 
from Mr. WiLur1aM M. Ivins’s lucid, in- 
forming, and, we may add, brave expo- 
sition of the street railway situation at 


the City Club Monday evening. Mr. 


Ivins said that his address might ap- 
propriately be entitled ‘“* A Fool’s Para- 
dise,”’ and no one who reads and digests 
his remarks will question the felicity of 


the title. The fools have been, upon the 
one hand, the people and those stirring 
and public-spirited gentlemen who have 
procured so much legislation, supposed- 
ly in the interest of the people, and, 
upon the other, the corporations them- 
selves. The paradise has become a very 
real inferno, out of which none of Mr, 
Ivins’s audience was able to point a 
way of escape, though the way lies 
plain in the sight of those who will 
6ee it. 

Mr. Ivins was not strictly accurate 
when he said that for the last ¢hirty 
years all railway legislation has been 
secured at the solicitation of and for 
the purposes of the railway companies 
themselves. That was true, with some 
exceptions, up to about the year 1900, 
when the special franchise tax was im- 
posed. Since that time, and notably in 

the case of the Public Service Commis- 
Bion act, the intent of the lawmakers 
has been to get more out of the service 
corporations for the people. We have 
come now to the point where the corpo- 
rations can no longer give to the people 
the service they demand under the con- 
ditions they impose. Briefly put, there 
is not money enough in the surface rail- 
way business in New York to give unt- 
versal transfers and pay special taxe 
upon the franchises demonstrably with- 
out value. 

Take the transfers, the giving of 
which is required by law. Mr. Ivins 
shows, taking his facts from the peti- 
tions of the receivers to the Federal 
courts and to the State Board of Tax 
Commissioners, that in 1894 the whole 
number of revenue passengers carried 
in Manhattan was 236,012,000, of which 
5,306,000 were transfer passengers. In 
1902 the total number of passengers 
had risen to 382,268,000, and the trans- 
fer passengers to 134,963,000. In that 
year gross receipts from operation were 
$19,739,000. Five years later, for the 
year ending June 30, 1907, the number 
of revenue passengers had fallen to 
376,629,000, and the number of transfer 
passengers -had risen to 194,765,000. 
The gross receipts at the end of this 
five-year period had decreased $377,737, 
@nd operating cost had risen $1,234,000. 

Anybody can see that this is the road 
to ruin. Yet the responsible men of the 

- Metropolitan system were led to believe, 
and the people were led to believe, that 
the universal transfer was a public ben- 
efit justifying consolidation of the lines 
and a liberal policy toward them. The 
result shows that a corporation can be 
asked to give too much.

THE LONDON TIMES. 


The outcome of the litigation over the 
control of The London Times is agree- 
ably surprising to persons remote from 
the scene of action who had been led to 
believe that Mr. C. ARTHUR PHARSON’S 
claim on the ownership of the great 
newspaper was more firmly established. 
It seems now that he had no claim at 
all to speak of Mr. C. F. MoBERLY 
Beitu, who has been manager of The 


Times for many years, has secured con- 
trol of the paper, and with the strength- 
ening of his power and the retention of 
Mr. Grorce E. Bucxuiy in the chief 


editorship he has held for nearly a 
quarter of a century, and Mr. VALEN- 


TINE CHIROL as foreign editor, the con- 
tinuance of The Thunderer, without 
abatement of its thundering capacity, 
seems assured. There was a atrong 
fear that under the direction of Mr. 
Pearson The Times would lose some of 
its character, and its thundering would 
nevermore sour British milk or strike 
terror into the hearts of Britain’s foe- 
men. 

Mr. MoBEeRLY Bewu is a man of large 
capacity and untiring energy. He has 
now safely conducted The Times 
through two rather dark epochs in its 
history, and he has infused into the old 
establishment a great deal more of the 
modern spirit of enterprise than is gen- 
erally understood. He is clearly the 
man of all others to be manager of The 
Times if it is to retain much of its old 
prestige. Any newcomer, with new 
ideals and new methods, would make 
the paper something different. The ac- 
ceptance by Mr, ARTHUR WALTER, sur- 
viving head of the historic family of 
owners of The Times, of the Chairman- 
ship of the Board of Directors, is an 
earnest that the character of The Times 
will not be essentially changed. 

Lately its news dispatches have been 
of a more diversified character than 
formerly. If it has occasionally made

Only a politician would imagine that 
benefit could result from speeches like 
Senator TILLMAN’s, reported in yester- 
day’s Times, and only bankers can ap- 
preciate the superfluity of investigating 
institutions which have passed through 
such a strain as the recent panio with- 
out developing weak points. Compared 
with such a trial as that any questions 
that a committee of Congress can put 
pale into insignificance. And for an- 
other reason the same may be said re- 
garding the institutions which failed 
under the strain. The truth about 
them is in course of development and 
publicity to suit the amplest curiosity 
or any demand for any public purpose. 
‘Were it otherwise this is not the best of 
times to put on foot anything causing 
fresh alarm. Or if it be affirmed that 
alarm is desirable for any reason, it 
surely cannot be contended decently 
that alarm is desirable only in New 
York. Why would it not be a good idea 


rn 


—if disquiet is desired—to supply a lit- 
tle about the banks of South Carolina, 
which are holding cotton, or those of 
Texas, which begged funds from the 
Treasury when they held more than was 
good for them, and compelled those who 


had less than they needed to carry the 
country’s burden? 

This is no apology for bad banking, 
nor-for any concealment of anything 
whose revelation would serve any good 


end. But there are times and seasons. 
So far as the Senator’s allegations and 


specifications concern settled customs 
they can be inquired into at any time. 
An excellent opportunity will aome 
again with the next boom. Bad bank- 


ing thrives in good times, and good 
banking is the fruit of bad times. When 


we were having sales in multiples of 
millions of shares, and “ everything 
went,” it would have been calming to 
have had some inquiry suggested. There 
is nothing of that sort now, and it seems 


all too far away. As regards the acts 


done during the panic another position 
may be taken. Senator ALpRIcH’s ad- 
mission that things were done which 
were “ unfortunate ” covers the ground. 
The streets are full of men who can 


suggest many better plans now, but 


then they were conspicuous by their 


silence, and by their welcome of any- 
thing which anybody else proposed. Any 
port in a storm, was the motto then, 
and now any stick will do to beat a 


dog. 


A CITY NEWSPAPER FOR YALE. 


No exponent of the craft of journal- 
ism since the foundation of the Bromley 
Lectureships at Yale has come quite so 


near hitting the truth as Col. Grorce 
Harvey, when he told the assembled 


untversity Monday night that to teach 
journalism properly it “must have a 
real paper” equipped with a staff of 


trained newspaper editors, “ That sort 


of training,” he said, “ supplemented 
as it would de all along by the broad, 
liberal education of the college course, 
would, to my mind, be better far than 
that hard school of journalism of the 


newspaper office as conducted by, 


GREELBY and by Dana.” 

We have thought all along that the 
only way a college man could become 
a journalist was to work on a city 
newspaper. Col. Harvey suggests Col. 
Norris G. OSBORNE, @ Yale graduate 
and patron, publisher and editor of 
The New Haven Journal and Courier, 
as a fit chief of staff in the new jour- 
nalistic enterprise. The old Journal and 
Courter is conveniently at hand for the 
university’s needs. Let it be bought 
and run. If President Hap.ry and the 
enterprising Secretary of the Yale Cor- 
poration, Mr, ANSON PHELPS STOKDS, 
Jr., will bestir themselves in the matter 
of securing an endowment “for the 
training of students toward the pro- 
fession that is "more influential in 
American life than any othor,” a way 
may be opened for running the first 
real newspaper in the educational inter- 
est of a university.

That the diamond 
trade is at present in a 
Prices state of unstable equl- 

librium is emphatically 

Maintained. denied by all the groat 
houses engaged in the production, distri- 
bution, and cutting of what are possibly 
the most beautiful, but certainly are the 
least sympathetic and interesting, of 
precious stones. There is a queer shrill- 
ness about these denials, however, that 
hints to some more desire than confidence 
that they will be effective, and if it be 
true that the De Beers and Premier Com- 
panies can cease to act in harmony with- 
out a drop in the prices, which seem 
hitherto to have been kept up only by 
their agreement to restrict the supply, 
then the commercial world will be con- 
fronted by the apparent overthrow of its 
best established law. 

Perhaps it all depends on what truth 
there is, whether much, little, or none at 
all, in the stories which have been 60 
long in circulation, of bushels—if it wasn’t 
barrels—of uncut diamonds stored away 
in secret African places, awaiting the slow

i absorption of a market deliberately under- 


supplied. If the barrels, or even the 
bushels, exist, the natural effect of a 
quarrel between the producers whose cap- 
ital is thus locked up and earning nothing 
would be sales at competitive, that is, de- 
creased, prices. But diamonds are a queer 
merchandise, and the artificiality of their 
value at all times lends a sort of reason 
to the claims that the business in them ts 
not subject to all the rules of ordinary 
trade. 

In support of the emphatic claims that, 
whatever happens to the old agreement, 
prices will be maintained, it is asserted 
that if prices were now lowered by 10, or 
even 20, per cent., sales would not be &p- 
preciably increased, since what can prop- 
erly be called the diamond business is at 
@ nearly complete standstill. People have 
not ceased to buy the gems because they 
cost too much, but because people do not 
want to buy them at all—because they 
are @ luxury which can be cut off by 
those who feel least the need of economy 
|as it is commonly undestood, One merit, 
and not least, of the diamond has always 
been the stability of its value, and all in- 
terested in the diamond trade know this 
so well that before they weakened trust 
in that stability they would have to be 
confronted by an emergency much more 
serious than any now existing or to be 
expected. These arguments have a cer- 
tain validity, or the semblance of it. As 
for the chance that diamonds may soon 
be manufactured more cheaply than they 
can be mined, the dealers, if they feel any 
anxiety on that score, are able to conceal 
it successfully. Yet it is, perhaps, the 
gravest of their dangers.

Preservatives have their uses, and only 
too many of them, for, besides prevent- 
ing decomposition, they can also be em- 
ployed to give inferior goods the appear- 
ance of those of the best quality. The 
injury to health may be problematical, 
but the pocket sufferings thus produced 


are beyond question. None of the ques- 
tions involved is of a kind to bé settled 
in accord with the exigencies of politics, 
and Is. Wris8y as well deserves support 
now as he will deserve it after the elec- 
tion.

I found 
this to be the case not alone in Europe,

ican citizen would carry with it a certain 
amount of prestige, and I had ready to} 
display, whenever the opportunity pre- 
sented itself, a little “ Old Glory” folded 
away in my pocket. I started all beak 
and talons; I return, it must be confessed, 
in a somewhat moulting condition, 

I made casual acquaintances. In Con- 
stantinople, a Turk whom I met on the 
bridge exclaimed, to my indignation: “ Ah! 
if you had had a military power like us | 
to contend with, instead of Spain—!" On 
the Ringatrasse, Vienna, an Austrian of-!} 
ficer remarked: “ You are like the boy of 
20; you think you are so much, that you | 
know so much, but—!” In Berlin I made 
what I trust will be more than a tem-| 
porary friendship with a German whose 
name is honorably known throughout the 
world. I asked him to tell me frankly 
why Americans were not, as it appeared | 
to me, popular in Europe and elsewhere. | 
After some polite hesitation, he said: 
‘Well, as you ask me, I shall tell you. | 
You go about waving the flag of your | 
country ’’—here I blushed—‘in other | 
lands, forgetting that the natives are just 
as much proud of their own flag. Your 
doing so does not inspire respect for your 
country or its flag—it has a contrary 
effect. You boast so much; you speak of 
the naval battle of Santiago, where you 
did not lose a man, as if it were a second 
Trafalgar. You teach your children that 
you won the war of 3812, in which you 
were so badly beaten, In the hotels your 
people talk so loudly and dress so quaint- 
ly. You ere so anxious for other people 
to know thet you are Americans, as if it 
would exalt you in their eyes, whereas it 
does not.’’ And so on. 

In England, the most finished, and quite 
the most delightful country I visited, | 
found a warm friendship for us, They | 
thought we “ bluffed a bit,” but that was | 
all in the game.

Final Senate Action In Two Weeke— 
No Adjournment In April.

ALBANY, March 17.-Gov. Hughes's 
anti-race track gambling legislation suf- 
fered another setback to-day which will 
result in more delay. Senator Agnew 
called up his bill with a view of having it 
made a special order for to-morrow. Sen- 
ator Grady, minority leader, interposed 
an objection, which under the rules was 
sufficient to block the move of Senator 
Agnew, 


The bill ts now before the Committee 
of the Whole for advancement to the or- 
der of third reading. . Senator Agnew is 
planning a fight to kill the proposed 
amendment that the bill shall not take 
effect until Sept. 1. Restored to its 
original form, the proposed law against 
race track gambling would become op- 
erative the moment the bill was passed. 


A fortnight must now pass before the 


bill can come before the Senate for pas- 
sage. 


In the Assembly Speaker Wadsworth 
said to-day that the two bills will not 
come up for final reading until a week 
In the Senate the bill 
repealing the Percy-Gray law hag not yet 
been reported by the Judiclary Commit- 


tee, which has scheduled a public hearing 
on that measure for to-morrow. 

All hope of the Legislature adjourning 
April 9, as planned by the leaders, has 
vanished. It is 10w more likely that the 
Legislature will remain in session at least 
one month longer, - 

This impression was strengthened to- 
day when it was learned that Gov. 
Hughes would make a vigorous fight for 
the passage of bills providing for direct 
nominations at primaries. The Governor 
will send a special message.to the Legis- 
lature, which will compel it to take up 
the -juestion anew. He is also planning a 
special message urging the enactment of 
laws to carry out his recommendations to 
have the telegraph and telephone com- 
panies placed under the jurisdiction of the 
Public Service Commission.

Senator McCarren Holds Administra-

ALBANY, March 17.—Declaring that 
President Roosevelt was at war on wealth 
and prosperity, Senator McCarren in de- 
bate to-day charged the Federal Admin- 
istration with responsibility for the finan 
clal disturbance of the last few months.

Not a single financtal institution would 
have failed if it had not been for the et- 
titude of the authorities at Washington,” 
Senator McCarren said. “The Knicker= 
bocker Trust Company, the Hamiliton 
Bank, the Brooklyn banks, the Jenkins 


Trust Company, and the other banks for 
which receivers were appointed would be 


sound to-day !f they could have realized 
on their assets. The value of these as- 


sets was reduced to a minimum through 

the acts of the Federal Administration. 
“The banks of New York are bursting 

with money, and they will not invest in 


anything except National, Btate, or city 
bonds. The theory is that the Govern- 
| ment will not attack Its own securities, 


The savings banks do not want legisla- 
tion. They are safe, and the people have’ 
not lost confidence in them.”’ 

This speech was made in the discussion 
upon a bill which would permit savings 
banks, with the approval of the State Su- 
perintendent of Banks, to pledge their 
securities to raise funds to meet the de 
pa of depositors in times of depres 


sion. 

“This is paternalism run mad,” Sen- 
| ator Grady declared. “I repeat what I 
said a few days ago, that Mr. Williams 
will resign as Superintendent of Banks 
as soon as the bills he has recommended 
are passed. This legislation is unneces- 
Sary. 

Senator Raines defended the bill. Re- 
ferring to the suspension of many banks

bill providing for the licensing of stock 
brokers. The recommendation was made 
by Albert Owen Crozier, a writer of fic- 
tion from Wilmington, Del., who declared 
he had it on “ high inside authority ” that 
90 per cent. of all transactions in stock 
were either fictitious or gambling pure 
and simple. 

John G. Milburn, representing the New 
York Stock Exchange, opposed the Dill, 
while the Rev. Madison C, Peters and the 
Rev. Dr. Schoenfeld, both of New York, 
advocated the measure.

MacDowell fund announces that it has 
completed its work. The society waa 
formed to raise money to take care of| 
the composer in his life, after his health | 
failed, and also to found a home for mu- 
sicians at Peterborovgh, N. H. The total 
contributions to the fund with interest 
have been $39,712. The expense of ad- 
ministration together with the money 
paid in behalf of Mr. MacDowell amounts | 
to $10,780, leaving a balance of $28,932. 
This money, less some minor expendi- 
tures which have yet to be made, will be 
turned over to the Edward MacDowell 
Memorial Association, which has been 
formed to carry out the idea of the Mu- 
sician’s Home at Peterborough.

It was played by Messrs, Betti 
and Pochon, with Arthur Whiting at the 
harpsichord, 

The work is in four movements—a rather 
long Largo, followed by a very brief 
Vivace, and an Adagio, followed by a 
Presto. It is not one of the most impor- 
tant works of this composer, but it has 
many of the qualities with which he in- 
vested his better work, and it is a thor- 
oughly pleasing composition. It was 
played well, and a word of praise should 
especially be given to Mr. Whiting, who 
seems to understand thoroughly the prin- 
ciples of ensemble playing. 

The programme commenced with Tschal- 
kowsky'’s Quartet in E flat major, a 
miniature bit of woe which is quite as 
poignant in its way as the ‘‘ Symphonie 
Pathetique.” Last night it hardly re- 
ceived its due.

SOLD AT AUCTION 


Two Written by Roosevelt While 
He Was at Montauk Point 
During Spanish War. 


MARK TWAIN’S SELL HIGHER 


A Missive from Bryan About The Com- 
moner Brings $3.25-—One from 
Carnegie Brings 40 Cente. 


Two letters of President Roosevelt, writ- 
ten during the Spanish war, were among 
the {nteresting autographs sold by the 
Anderson Company in West Twenty-ninth 
Street yesterday. Both are addressed to 
John Brisben Walker, then editor of The 
Cosmopolitan Magazine. They are type- 
written, but signed by Mr. Roosevelt. 
One, dated “ First Reg., U. 8. Vol. Cav., 
in camp at Montauk Point, Aug. 8, 1898, 
is as follows: 

My Dear Mr. Walker: I should Mke very 
much to accept, but upon my word I do not 
know how I can, for I have had infinite re- 
quests to write, and it is going to be difficult 
to meet a tenth of them, and they offer me 


prices which I really should not have dreamed 
of asking myself. Very sincerely yours

Many would have thought God 
sent it, but I knew, by the signature, it was 
you. Indeed and indeed I am hoping I shall 
yet appear again in ‘he Cosmopolitan. * * ®

Another of the letters is two pages and 
is dated London, March 2, 1900. The let- 
ter paper bears mourning border. It re- 
fers to a request for permission to repub- 
lish one of his articles. This letter sold 
for $6.50. 

The third letter is dated Wallis Hill, 
London, Sept. 27, 1900, and is of similar 
import to the previous letter to Mr. 
Walker. It sold for $4.80. 

William Jennings Bryan was also rep- 
resented in the sale by a two-page letter 
to Mr. Walker. It was written in Lincoln, 
Neb., but bears no date. It is entirely in 
Bryan's handwriting. Such letters, 
said, are rare.

No Issue with American Automo- 
bile Association Exists, 
Say Governors. 


WITHDREW TO BENEFIT CLUB 


Massachusetts Club Also Insists That 
Its Resignation from A. A. A. Be 
Accepted—Question of Dues. 


The Board of Governors of the Automo- 
bile Club of America gave out the first of- 
ficial statement yesterday of the reasons 
for its withdrawal from the American Au- 
tomobile Association. President Colgate 
Hoyt presided at the meeting, which was 
held in the clubrooms, West Fifty-fourth 
Street, near Broadway. The Governors 
refuse to admit in the official statement 
that any vital differences between the 
club and the American Automobile Asso- 
ciation exist. They state that they were 
surprised that a man of President Hotch- 
kiss's judicial attainments should have 
Baid that he “ welcomes the withdrawal 
of the Automobile Club of America ”’ from 
the organization of which he is President, 
and “hails the issue.” This, say the 
Governors, is the more surprising because 
the Automobile Club of America is not 
aware that any “ issue exists.”’ 

The Governors express their reasons for 
the step as follows, closing with well 
wishes to the American Automobile As- 


sociation for future success. 


The club withdraws from its affiliation with 


the American Automobile Assocfation for the 
purpose of more effectively carrying on its nu- 
merous activities, not only for the benefit of 
its own members in all parts of the country, 
but aleo for motorists generally. 

The question of raising the dues was not 
known to the board when it decided to with- 
draw and so had no bearing on the decision, 

The Automobile Club of America, the first 
club formed in America and immediately con- 
Btituted the sole recognized American repre- 
sentative of all the foreign* automobile clubs, 
which it still is; fought and won the early 
battles for motorists in this country and needs 
no apology for its name. To these early strug- 
gles the American motorist to-day is largely in- 
debted for the rights which he now enjoys on 
the public highway, in the parks, and on the 
ferries, 

The Automobile Club of America has always 
believed in fostering inter-club relationship by 
interchange of club privileges. It wishes the 
American Automobile Association every success 
in all its endeavors that make for the good o 
the sport of motoring and will at all times be 
glad to render such assistance to this end as 


may be within ita power. 
In connection with this statement, it 
was also announced, through the repre- 


sentative of the Massachusetts Automo- 
bile Club, Otto B, Cole, that the Govern- 
ing Committee of the club at a meeting 
last Friday declined to reconsider its re- 
cent resignation from the American Au- 
tomobile Association and insisted that it 
be accepted. c 

President Oliver A, Quayle of the New 
York State Automobile Association, in a 
recent explanation of the difficulty in 
which he explained that, as a matter of 
fairness to all the affillated clubs, the 
Buffalo Club offered the amendment that 
all clubs should pay equally—that is, $1 
per member—said: 

“My personal acquaintance with many 
of the members of the A. C. A. Is 
that I know that an item of $300 or $400 
could not occasion a difference of opinion, 
On the other hand, I am inclined to think 
that the real differences are over a mat- 
ter of legislation.’’ 

The A. C. A. and the Buffalo Club both 
enjoyed the benefits of the special act of 
last year that clubs exceeding a member- 
ship of 500 should only be required to pay 
to the A. A. A. and the State Association 
$500. Both clubs have over 1,200 active

SELLING PRESSURE REMOVED 


Trading Professional and Lighter— 
Banks Gaining from Sub-Treas- 
ury—Aldrich Bill Changes. 
ee 

The decline in progress when the stock 
market closed on Monday night ran still 
further in the forenoon session yesterday, 
and it was not until late in the afternoon 
that it reccived a check in the form of 
another move against the short interest. 
The shares which this class of trader sold 
short on Monday when the market began 
to waver were taken in hand near the end 
of the trading and pushed up vigorously 
so that their final quotaticns represented 
advances of a point or more over Tues- 
day’s level. The influence of their rise 
was distributed rather generally through 
the list with the result that the entire 
market bore an appearance of considerable 
strength. The volume of business itself 
was much under that of the previous day, 
and the trading was even more largely 
professional. There was missing the pure 
liquidation which helped to depress prices 
in the preceding session. In the day’s 
news there was very little to explain the 
resumption of the forward movement. 
From the Pittsburg district advices were 
still mixed; the Corn Products Company 
Directors met during the day and reduced 
the dividend on the preferred shares to 
the point where the year’s disbursement 
makes up 5 per cent. against 7 per cent. 
last year, the loss being due in part to 
falling business and in part to expendi- 
tures entailed by the Pure Food law; the 
Central Vermont Railroad was fined by 
the Federal Court in this city for rebat- 
ing; criminal suits were put under way 
against the Chesapeake & Ohio for alleged 
corrupt practices in the matter of grant- 
ing of rates to favored shippers, and the 

| bituminous coal miners continued to agt- 
j}tate for a strike, and in Mississippi! a 
small bank was forced to close its doors. 
|If these various matters had any weight 
| whatever with the traders In the early 
{part of the day they were dismissed later 
when stress was put upon the more favor- 
able developments. Much was made of 
the undenied report that President Roose- 
velt is about to recommend to Congress 
| changes in the Sherman law, which will 
; permit agreements among railroads sub- 
ject to scrutiny by the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission, and there was a ten- 
dency also to look upon the dropping of 
}railroad bonds from the securities enu- 
merated in the Aldrich bill as a basis for 
banknotes as a favorable factor. 

From the Sub-Treasury local banks suc- 
ceeded in making another small gain, and 
their net intake since Friday last amounts 
now to $1,250,000 against the $8,000,000 
drain at this time a week ago which fol- 
lowed the recall of United States deposits. 
Money rates were practically unchanged, 
while foreign exchange rates fell sharply 
again near the end of the day. The show- 
ing of the February foreign trade report 
had undoubtedly something to do with this 
; decline. Banks are much interested in the 
{elimination from the Aldrich bill of the 
railroad bond feature. The belief seems 
to be that the chances of the bill's pass- 
ing have been enhanced by this step. and 
that its effects will be felt upon State and 
municipal securities, which as the meas- 

'ure now stands will form the only basis 
for additional note circulation.

Variety of Influences. 


Where was.a little comfort for every- 
body in yesterday's market. The earlier 
trading showed a continuance of the ten- 
dency toward a recession in prices and 
the late afternoon indicated a resumption 
of aggressiveness by those committed to 
the long side of the account. The real 
influencing factors in the market were 
not easy to discern or determine, but ap- 
parently the short interest and the bear 
crowd had something to do with it, either 
as the recipients of the attention of 
those who wanted to mark prices up or 
as the aggressors in a compaign to elimi- 
nate the profits of those who have been 
instrumental in starting what appeared 
to. be a bull market. The general ex- 
planation offered by the average broker 
to his customers while the market was 
under pressure was that the chief technical 
factor had been eliminated when the 
shorts covered the greater part of their 
commitments. In other words, it was 
assumed that the recent advance had been 
at the expense of the bears, but that *he 
ammunition which they themselves haa 
furnished had become exhausted. Natur- 
ally enough, this explanation was for- 
gotten when the market rallied later in 
the day, and the betterment was ascribed 
to the rediscovery of a short interest and 
the specific courage of the other side de- 
veloped by its realization of profits. 


That Short Interest Puzzle. 


Undoubtedly the short interest is and 
has been the puzzling element in the mar- 
ket for some time. The popular impres- 
gion has been that it was extended, but 
that it was particularly vulnerable. Nev- 
ertheless, opinions coincided in the last 
week that it was an elemental factor in 
the betterment. But if the theory that 
the short interest was vulnerable and 
easily frightened, which also obtained, 
was true, it would be difficult to explain 
how a ten or fifteen point rally in the 
market was possible or how it could be 
so long drawn out. Consequently, mere- 
ly taking the obvious premises, there are 
those who have reached the conclusion 
that something more than the technical 
factor of a short interest inspired the 
betterment. It is the privilege of every 
trader to speculate as to causes, and it 
is ‘this speculation that inspires much 
of: the trading. Just at the moment, 
however, the broker would prefer that 
the trader gét his, premises right and his 
profits also, inasmuch as that would make 
for a continuance of his speculative cour- 


age. . jue 


Aldrich Bill Amendments. 


Interest in the Aldrich bill was intens!- 
fied yesterday by the amendments re- 
ported in Washington dispatches ‘as hav- 
ing beef agreed upon by the Finance 
Committee of the Senate. It is doubtful 
if those who are desirous that the bill, if 
it must be enacted, should contain some 
conservative provisions, were at “all an- 
noyed by the announcement that railroad | 
bonds were to be excluded as possible | 
security for the emergency notes provided 
for in the bill. Those who are opposed to 
the bill ‘are opposed primarily on the 
theory that the contemplated act lacks 
conservatism, disregards fundamentals, 
and, while ambitious in scope, does not 
give any assurance of solving the prob- 
lem which inspired the bill in the first 
place. There was not much difference of 
opinion with regard to the inclusion of 
anh amendment to the effect that the pres- 
ent clause relative to the retirement of 
$9,000,000 a month of circulation be re- 
tained. Many bankers said that one of 
the good features of the original bill was 
the elimination of any limit on the re- 
tirement of circulation, and it was pointed 
out that redundancy of circulation was 
just as undesirable as stringency. The 
point made against the $9,000,000 a month 
4s that in times of emergency all possible 
circulation is issued, and in times of 
monetary éase only a Mmited amount 
can be retired. Wall Street has taken 
more or less of a perfunctory interest in 
the bill, anyway, but it is hoping that the 
amendments will improve rather than 
hurt the original. 


o* 
Queries on Queer Stocks. 

“It is a difficult matter to estimate the 
fnterest of the public in a market like 
the present,” said an old-time broker 
yesterday, “‘but you can get some idea, 
first from the trading, second from the 
gossip of your own customers, and third 
from the queries which you get from 
what you might call the rank outsiders. 
So far as the trading is concerned, there 
has been too much ofthe professional | 
element in it to make it look as if the 
public were really interested. On the 
other hand, customers in the office ex- 
press themselves as more than hopeful 
that a bull market, can be established, 
but the funny thing about the queries 
that we receive is that, while some of 
them relate to standard stocks, there is 
more in the way of information sought 
concerning what I might call ‘junk’ 
than anything else. I do not refer par- 
ticularly to the assortment of stocks with 
more or less, generally less, character on 
the board, but rather to stuff that makes 
you wish for a good reference library on 
obsolete securities."

Senate’s Bank Investigation, 


Brokers are interested in the Tillman 
resolution relative to the investigation of 


the New York banks, but as a rule they} 


express the opinion that the net result of | 
the investigation would not add very} 
much to the sum total of the general | 
knowledge on the subject. Some bankers | 
express the opinion that Congress seemed | 
to have the idea that the public had no 
notion whatever of bank methods, bank 
Joans, and the extension and use of bank 
credit. The old bugaboo of over-certifica- 
tion, which has caused so many patriotic 
as well as demagogic statesmen so much 
trouble, will be explained to the satis- 
faction of the committee, and the banks 
and the brokers would welcome without 
doubt a brand-new system that could *do 
the same work while improving, legaliz- 
ing, and, as one broker put ft; moralizing 
the method. There was no trace of un- 
easiness anywhere, and members of the 
Exchange who are following closely all 
législative developments, whether friendly 


or inimical to the Exchange, express the / 


opinion that nothing could be better for 
the financial district than a thorough fl- 
lumination of its methods, provided al- 
ways that the illumination, if the result 
be what they expect, is open to the public.

Two Per Cent. on the Preferred De- 
clared, to be Paid Later. 

An unexpected outiay, amounting to 

$500,000, made necessary by the new «ure 

food laws, together with reduction of 


business in the latter part of last year, 
resulted yesterday in a reduction from 7 
to 5 per cent. per year in the dividend on 
the preferred stock of the Corn Products 
Refiring Company. 

It has been the custom of the Directors 
to declare regular quarterly dividends of 
1 per cent. and an extra yearly dividend 
of 8 per cent. In their final dividend for 
the fiscal year, which was declared yes- 
terday, however, the Directors included 
an extra dividend of only 1.per cent., 
making the dividend for the year 5 per 
e2nt. his statement was issued: 

When this company acquired the capital 
stock of the Corn Products Company, certain of 
the works of the latter’s subsidiary companies 
were found to be in a deplorable condition. 
The policy was immediately adopted of devoting 
a large portion of the profits of those compa- 
nies to the restoration of their plants, to com- 
pete with the most modern works. It was 
believed that this could be done with reason- 
able promptness and without suspending any 
portion of the preferred stock dividend, and 
the appropriations for 1907 were made with 
that in view, 

It has turned out, however, that through the 
reduction of business itn the latter part of the 
year and the unexpected outly rendered neces- 
sary by new food laws, (which latter item 
alone amounted to upward of $500,000,) the 
board feels constrained to ask forbearance of 
the preferred stockholders for the present, to 
the extent of allowing a 2 per cent. dividend 
applicable to this year to be made payable 
later. ° 

The statement concludes by saying it {s 
believed that the ultimate interests of the 
stockholders are best subserved by firm 
adherence to the conservative policy 
adopted. 


STEEL TRADE MEN TO MEET. 


To-morrow’s Gathering Likely to Re- 
sult In a Maintenance of Prices. 


A meeting of a number of steel trade 
representatives will be held in this city 


to-morrow to discuss present conditions 
and possibly to take up the question 
whether prices in certain lines should be 
reduced to stimulate consumption.

It was’ a 
exhibit by the dental manufacturers, but 
even more fascinating than tons of 
“store”’ teeth and latest things 
batteries, tooth washes, and 
chairs was the free exhibition 
pulling with living models. A new an- 
aesthetic was used, and under the glare of 
a powerful calcium light four patients sat 
more or less nervously while the court- 
eous Dr. Knowlan extracted and demon- 
strated. 

It spoke well for the excellence of the 
tooth average of the city that only four 
applicants responded during the after- 
noon to the general invitation to “ step up 
and have your teeth pulled gratis." These 
lour cases were disposed of 
audience which taxeu the space 
room. There were 
who watched with 
contortions of the patients. Others, 
ever, came for the fun of the thing, 
were treated to a diverting séance. 

Dr. George W. Ciapp was the lecturer, 
and Dr. Knowlan the demonstrator. Dr. 
Clapp discoursed at great length with the 
aid of a stereopticon, and told how bi- 
cuspids lent themselves to bridge work, 
and how molars should. be treeted ae- 
cording to the dental system which he 
represented. His slides all showed pa- 
tients grinning with glee, and one young 
woman who began in the pictures as a 
toothless unfortunate ended the series with 
a display of pearly teeth that “ 
lady's articulation perfect,”’ 
Dr. Clapp. 

After the stereopticon Dr. Clapp intro- 
duced Dr. Knowlun, who came forward 
with a red rubber bag and a glass tube 
containing the anaesthetic. The formula 
was also announced, It was W per c@nl. 
chloride of ethyl, 85 per cent. chloride of 
methyl, and 5 per cent, bromide of ethyl. 

The tirst patient was a man who ascend- 
ed the operating throne with an air of dig- 
nified resignation.

The next applicant was a middle-aged 
woman, who had evidently been celebrat- 
ing the holiday. Spe came in chattin 
volubly, and said her tooth “ hurt 
somethin’ awful.” 

She took a seat in the operating chair 
after a few appropriate remarks, buch as, 

‘Nice doctor, don’t hurt me,’ then 
promptly fell asleep. No narcotic was 
necessary. After an apology to the au- 
dience this patient was dislodged and told 
to come some other time. In high dud- 
geon she departed. 

The next patient was a pretty young 
woman, accompanied by her own dentist. 
He said that the girl had not been able 
to endure “ laughing gas’”’ or any of the 
usual anaesthetics. The girl was dressed 
in black and wore a Cleo de Merode head- 
dress. She bowed to the audience, very 
much like a drawing room singer, and 
arranged herself in the chair with due 
regard to the folds of her skirt.
